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Ascot and Chicago 

CCOUNTS of the annual race meeting at 

Ascot must occasionally inspire envy in the 
heart of an American follower of the Turf. When 
he contemplates the ancient tradition of the royal 
course, its place in the social life of England, the 
variety of its all-stakes program, and above all 
the excellence of the horses it brings into com- 
petition, he may become a little resentful that 
America has no Ascot, and nothing that re- 
motelvy resembles Ascot. But he will then sadly 
explain to himself that conditions are very, very 
cifferent in England and America, and that, after 
all, we can’t have everything. 

THE BLoop-HORSE not believe that the 
American Turf is depraved becaused it follows 
the traditions indicated by its oval dirt tracks, its 
leng distances between and the long 
curation of its meetings. Under such conditions 
as these it would be folly for American operators 
to ape the customs of European racing.

As a matter of fact, American racing is thriv- 
ing as the sport in Europe never expects to thrive. 
This prosperity, however, is not due so much to 
foresight and sagacity on the part of racing pro- 
moters as to the sudden tolerance of state legis- 
latures forced to find revenue during years when 
the revenue crop was something of a failure. In 
several states racing was applied as a soothing 
poultice to the aching wounds of a disemboweled 
treasury. It is perhaps ominous for racing that 
some of those treasuries have practically recover- 
ed from their injuries. 

It is this lack of permanency in American rac- 
ing which should give rise to a genuine envy of 
the sport as it is conducted in other countries. In 
the United States the sport is subject to control, 
and perhaps to destruction, by external causes 
over which racing itself can exert no direct in- 
fluence. One of these is the wave-like motion of 
mob morality which alternately floats and sub- 
merges racing. Another is the parasitic and con- 
taminating influence of handbooks, which sre 
principally responsible for the occasional inunda- 
tions which supposedly flow from the springs of 
righteous indignation. 

All this may appear to be rather remote 


wandering from the topic with which we started 
out. But there is a definite connection. The lesson 
that Ascct holds for American racing is a lesson 
in the methods of achieving permanency. Ascot 
has had racing for two and a quarter centuries, 
and that record is enough to give background to 
any object lesson. 

It would obviously be impossible to assemble at 
any track in America a collection of starters of 
such high quality as is possible at Ascot, since 
the high-class horses of America are spread from 
coast to coast. But it is not impossible for an 
American race track to multiply a few times the 
number of high-class horses which are available 
to make its programs. 

To make the matier more definite by example, 
we believe that the group of race tracks around 
Chicago have an excellent opportunity for dem- 
onstrating what can be done in the way of im- 
proving American racing programs. There are 
several good courses within a small area. A 
large group of good horses can be attracted and 
held there during the racing season. The Chicago 
tracks could work together in the creation of a 
seasonal racing program which would at least 
rival that of the New York tracks, and which 
would eventually add splendid new traditions 
toward the improvement and the greater perma- 
nence of the sport. The program should include 
not only the usual collection of futurity races, 
Derbys, and handicaps, which are almost the sole 
stock in trade of the modern racing secretary, 
aside from cheap races, but should plan toward 
the eventual development of great weight-for-age 
races and especially toward great distance events 

for here is the weakness of American racing 
as a sport. The reason we have so few high- 
class horses lies in the fact that we have so few 
classes. Our stayers, for instance, must sprint or 
do nothing. 

We believe the Chicago tracks, working to- 
gether, could create a diversified program which 
would provide ample opportunities for a greater 
variety of good horses than has been seen in 
America since the turn of the century. We 
believe further that by so doing they would gain 
for the Turf a new regard which would go far 
toward giving racing a greater permanence. 
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A TRAINER’S DIARY 
By VENTURE ALL 

AY 24. Quite a number of walkers today: 

Devil, Light, Fig, Star, Blackie, General, and 
Edna, so we had an easy morning’s work. 
Friendly breezed three-eighths of a mile in :40, 
his first work since away back in Florida. His 
ankles appear sound now, and I hope active work 
will not develop trouble again. Glow galloped 
with pony. It was his first time out for exercise, 
other than walking, since his operation. He kick- 
ed and played and came in walking soundly. 
Mabyn also galloped with pony. She is gaining 
flesh rapidly, and will soon be able to go back 
to hard training, although she is still coughing 
some. Viliage, Steve, King, and Jim galloped two 
miles. I put Mike up on Kitty, and led her along- 
side Pony Bili with a shank. She went to the 
track willingly enough, and galloped around with- 
out appearing in the least afraid of the distance 
poles, grandstand, etc., her first time on any race 
track. 


MAY 25. Light, Village, Friendly, Steve, and 
King galloped two miles. Glow and Fig galloped 
with pony. Kitty again galloped under saddle 
and alongside the pony. Devil, Star, Blackie, Gen- 
eral, Mabyn, Edna, and Jim walked. The latter 
is coughing a bit, so will not gallop for a day or 
so until he is rid of it. 


MAY 26. Moving day again. Had not intended 
moving until tomorrow, but the van-man came 
out saying he could give us better service today, 
so the crew hastily took down screens, beds, etc., 
and packed the tack and medicines, and had all 
of it loaded by 11 o’ clock. All the horses had 
walked half an hour earlier in the day, and when 
the tack was loaded, the horses were loaded on 
three vans, and all put out for Boston and Suffolk 
Downs. I always personally lead each horse 
into a van or railroad car, as the horses all have 
confidence in me, since none of their experiences 
with me have been unpleasant. Thus I seldom 
have any difficulty in getting them loaded readily. 
It is quite necessary to know each horse’s per- 
sonality in order to get along with him to ad- 
vantage. Today proved to be as usual, and every- 
thing loaded nicely. Of course, Devil rides in 
state, in a van by himself, as he would probably 
tear down or turn over a van into which any other 
horses were put with him. The run from Narra- 
gansett Park to Boston takes only about two and 
a half hours, so the horses were soon in new 
quarters, and the crew settling themselves for a 
four week’s stay. 


May 27. It was lucky that we moved yesterday, 
as a cold rain is falling today, and all the horses 
walked under the shed, and had to have their 
top stall doors almost shut to keep comfortable. 


MAY 28. Still cold and track sloppy. Walked 
everything except those horses that had to get 
exercise on account of racing plans for them. Fig 
worked a slow half-mile. Edna went three-eighths 
in :38. and General and Mabyn galloped with 
pony. 

MAY 29. Track still heavy this morning. Light, 
Glow, Star, General, Steve, Jim, and Kitty gal- 
loped. Friendly and King galloped two miles. 
The latter is quite heavy, and will require a lot 
of work to get down to racing condition, while 
Jim and Steve were so active on the farm in 
their paddocks that they are well enough con-

ditioned to breeze. Blackie worked a half-mile in 
1:03, which was very good considering the con- 
dition of the track. Fig, Village, Devil, Mabyn, 
and Edna walked.

Village, 
Blackie, and Kitty galloped, and Mabyn galloped 
with pony. Friendly worked an easy half in 
753. Light also breezed a half in :52 his first 
work since March. I hope the latter’s tendon 
will stand, but it may give more trouble before it 
is finally set. Sent Jim for a three-furlong breeze, 
and he was very rank and hard to control, going 
the distance in :38, and looked grand. Gave Gen- 
eral a quarter-mile brush through the stretch in 
:25 as an opener for a work tomorrow. Fig 
walked and is very sore. I am trying Iodex on 
her knees. It is rubbed in well and put under 
plenty of cotton. Star, Edna, and King also 
waiked. 

MICHIGAN 


DETROIT 


AST week at Detroit opened with a near cloud- 

burst and hailstorm which made the Monday 
crowd the smallest of the season. But attendance 
was fair during the remainder of the week. 
Official figures have not been released, but it 
seems likely that the Detroit track, while it 
may not make much of a profit for the current 
meeting, is paying its way. 

Bomar Stable and Dixiana, both Detroit-owned, 
have been staging a determined battle for honors 
at the meeting. Last week the Charles Bohn and 
Peter Markey establishment got in with three 
winners, all sired by Jean Valjean, while Dixiana 
won but one race. On June 14 Bomar Stable 
graduated the 3-year-old maiden Lady Day, at 
the direct expense of H. P. Headley’s Middle- 
brook. On the next day Dixiana’s Rhett (one of 
several horses named from last year’s literary 
sensation, Gone With the Wind), by Sir Andrew, 
won a 2-year-old maiden race. Bomar Stable 
evened the count in the next race when Pretty Pet 
(by Victorian or Jean Valjean) raced to a vic- 
tory over Dixiana’s Soda Time in another race 
for 2-year-old maidens. On June 17 Bomar Stable 
got its other score, when Bomar, a 3-year-old 
Jean Valjean racer, raced to a dead heat with 
Mrs. H. Torriente’s Broadway Girl. But the 
Headley Stable, not heavily represented at the 
track, took money honors for the week, when 
Whopper scored easily in the $5,000 added stakes 
event which featured the racing of June 19. 

Detroit’s meeting has a little more than two 
weeks to run, closing with the racing of July 10. 
On June 26 comes the richest event of the meet- 
ing, when 3-year-olds and up meet in the Frontier 
Handicap, a 1 3-16-mile event which is endowed 
with $10,000 in added money. 


WOLVERINE HANDICAP 

When Hal] Price Headley’s Whopper gets to the 
front too scon, as his great early speed makes 
him very likely to do, he sometimes falters in the 
stretch. Furthermore, he is such a_ powerful 
animal that rating him is a difficult task for his 
rider. So Trainer Duval Headley must have been 
pleased when Mrs. T. Stevenson’s Tempestuous 
(107) was hustled to the front in the Wolverine 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and_ up, 
1 1-16 miles) at Detroit June 19. Whopper 
(130), giving from 18 to 35 pounds to the others 
in the big field, was in second place, clear of 
interference, just off the pace. In the back 
stretch Jockey L. Hardy let his big mount run, 
and Whopper rushed into the lead. Tempestuous 


kept hard after him until the field was in the 
stretch, when Whopper, lightly urged, drew away 
to win easily by three lengths. Mrs. J. Chesney’s 
Carl S. (8-y-0, 95), closing with a rush from 
far back, failed by a neck to catch Tempestuous, 
but nipped Millsdale Stable’s Infantry (112) just 
at the wire to take third place. Behind Infantry 
followed Corinto (109), War Emblem (109), Pro- 
fessor Paul (105), Exhibit (106), Gyral (106), 
First Entry (107), and Cardarrone (108). Time, 
:25, :50, 1:16, 1:42, 1:49, track slow. Stakes di-

Omaha’s stewards have been having some diffi- 
culty with their claiming rules. On Friday, June 
18, Agent Harold D. Adams, of the Hunt, Beezley, 
and Beeing stable, was fined $100 for claiming 
a horse from his employers. His claim was 
voided, and the horse went to Trainer L. E. Smith. 
But on the next day the horse, Pat Bane, was 
discovered munching his oats in his home stable 
again, and it became apparent that the claiming 
rule had been circumvented. So the trainer’s 
license of L. E. Smith was suspended, and the 
horses Pat Bane and Sunol, the latter owned by 
Smith, were refused entry. 

No action was taken against the Hunt, Beezley, 
and Boeing stable, however, which first achieved 
notoriety last winter when its crack filly, Blue 
Boot, was discovered to be Exotude, an older 
horse. Since Trainer Earl Beezley had claimed 
the pretended Blue Boot, it was decided that he 
was not implicated in the ringing, and he was 
exonerated of all blame. 


RENDERING COMPANY 

Two Lexington handbooks (or club rooms, ac- 
cording to the local euphemism) have been held 
up and robbed recently. As a result a Fayette 
County farmer has been arrested as the stick- 
up artist and Circuit Judge King Swope has in- 
structed the grand jury to go after the hand- 
books, which have, accordingly, closed up. 

One of the handbooks held up has on its win- 
dews the legend: Lexington Rendering Company. 
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NEW YORK 


AQUEDUCT 
HE first six days of Aqueduct’s meeting 
showed total gate receipts of $85,430. This 

represents an increase of about 27 per cent 
over the gate receipts for the first six days in 
1936, and is in line with the increased revenue of 
the sport in New York this season, as recorded 
at Jamaica and Belmont Park. Attendance for 
the six days was 49,979, an increase of about 
17 per cent over 1936 figures for the similar 
period. Reason for the discrepancy between in- 
crease in attendance and gate receipts is that 
complimentary admissions have remained vir- 
tually the same, and all of the increase is in 
paid admissions. 

Aqueduct has deserved its increased pros- 
perity by offering first class racing. Best pro- 
gram of the meeting so far was that of the 
twelfth day, June 19. A maiden race for 3-year- 
olds and up opened the program. George D. 
Widener’s Salian graduated in this event, but 
found that his diploma, so to speak, had been 
recalled. Stewards disqualified him for bumping 
Mrs. R. Sraham’s Strolling By, a Sortie gelding, 
which he beat by a nose. The steeplechase event 
went to Mrs. M. MacNeille’s St. Francis, a 9- 
year-old *Stefan the Great gelding which won 
the Temple Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase in 
1935. Three stakes events, accounts of which 
follow, made up the middle of the program, and 
a Class C handicap, won by J. D. Norris’ Sandy 
Boot (by Boot to Boot), and another race for 


maidens three years old and up completed the 
day. The latter event went to D. C. Harrison’s 
Trickwick, a Westwick gelding bred by the late 
Capt. P. M. Walker. 

Another triple stakes program will be offered 
on June 26. The Great American Stakes and the 
Gazelle Stakes will be run in support of Aque- 
duct’s most important race, the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap, which has had its endowment increased to 
$20,000 this year. 


INHALE WINS ANOTHER 


Some of the prestige which J. H. Whitney’s 
Inhale lost when she was third in the Princess 
Pat Stakes at Washington Park was recovered 
at Aqueduct June 19, when she won a handy 
victory in the Astoria Stakes ($2,500 added, 2- 
year-old fillies, five furlongs). At the start she 
met with some interference, and it was Charles 
S. Howard's Floragina (116), a *Gino filly, which 
took the lead. Balking (119) was second, and 
Inhale, when clear, was third. The daughter of 
The Porter then moved up with a rush, took the 
lead in the stretch, and drew away to win by 
two lengths. Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Creole 
Maid (113), a *Pharamond II filly, came well on 
the outside, swerved in at the eighth pole and 
put Balking in close quarters, forced Court Dance 
(113) to take up. Creole Maid went on to finish 
second, but was disqualified for the foul, and 
Foxcatcher Farm’s Supremist (113), by Su- 
premus, which rushed up to get her nose in 
front of Floragina just at the finish, was given 
second place. Floragina was the official third, a

Just after a filly by The Porter had won the 
Astoria Stakes, a colt by The Porter was made 
second choice in the Carter Handicap ($7,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs). The 
favorite was George D. Widener’s good filly, 
High Fleet (116), a daughter of Jack High, 
which had never been unplaced in three seasons 
of campaigning. But a strong second choice was 
J. A. Manfuso’s Aneroid (123), which, according 
to the opening line of Aqueduct’s bookmakers, 
should have been favorite. He opened at 2 to 1, 
closed at 4 to 1. High Fleet opened and closed 
at 3 to 1. 

As usual, the bookmakers knew best. Aneroid 
broke well, but was immediately shuffled back, 
and High Fleet, away well, rapidly ran down 
Mrs. Marian Cassidy’s Bill Farnsworth (117), 
fast Crack Brigade gelding which led throughout 
the first quarter-mile. After a half-mile, High 
Fleet had drawn out to lead by a length, with 
Bill Farnsworth and F. A. Burton’s Deliberator 
(118) fighting for second place. But now Ane- 
roid was clear. Coming up steadily, he reached 
fourth place with a quarter-mile to go. Bill 
Farnsworth had got up to High Fleet’s head, 
and Deliberator was hanging on determinedly. A 
head farther back, and on the outside, Aneroid 
was responding gamely to Charley Rosengarten’s 
drive. Deliberator was the first to get to the 
front, and High Fleet quit badly when she was 


Bill Farnsworth dropped out of the 
battle. Deliberator and Aneroid were left for

the final charge to the finish line. Just at the 
end Aneroid made it, and though his margin of 
victory was but a head, he was beginning to go 
away. Deliberator was two lengths in front of 
John Simonetti’s Sgt. Byrne (116), which had 
recovered from being caught in close quarters 
to race well in the stretch. Bill Farnsworth was 


a length away fourth. In order finished Jay Jay 
(114), Jean Bart (111'), Black Look (3-y-o, 
104), and High Fleet. The filly was not perse- 
vered with when beaten, finished about nine 
lengths behind the winner after leading into the 
last furlong. Time, :23, :46%, 1:1135, 1:2336, 
track good. Stakes division, $8,875, $1,500, $750, 
$300. 

In 38 starts, Aneroid has won 13 races, fin- 
ished second five times, third six times, and 
earned $41,985. The current year is by far his 
most successful, as he has won five of his six 
starts, including the Suburban, Blackstone Valley, 
Harford, and Baltimore Spring Handicaps. Par- 
ticulars of his pedigree appeared in THE BLoop- 
HORSE of April 17, page 590. 


STRABO TAKES THE DWYER 


Hanover won the first Dwyer Stakes, when it 
was named the Brooklyn Derby, was run at 
Gravesend, and was at 114 miles. The current 
Dwyer Stakes ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1% 
miles), at Aqueduct, has been run under its 
present conditicns since 1925, and Omaha, 
Twenty Grand, Crusader, and Gallant Fox have 
been among its winners. No such starters ap- 
peared in the renewal on June 19, 1937. The 
leaders in the 38-year-old division are incapaci- 
tated; most of the better performers among the 
rest were contesting the American Derby at 
Washington Park. Although W. H. Gallagher’s 
Rudie had defeated Maxwell Howard’s Sceneshift- 
er in the Shevlin Stakes, when Sceneshifter and 
his stablemate, Fencing (which finished last), 
were odds-on, Aqueduct bettors came back for 
more, made the entry odds-on favorite again. 

As far as Rudie (119) and the Howard entry 
of Sceneshifter (116) and Fencing (119) were 
concerned, history repeated itself. Rudie went 
out at high speed, drew four lengths out from 
his field, turned back Sceneshifter’s bid by a 
length, while Fencing ran last again. But Mrs. 
C. O. Iselin’s Strabo (116), a Pompey colt which 
was third, a head behind Sceneshifter, in the 
Shevlin, turned in an improved performance in 
the Dwyer. He raced in fourth place until he 
reached the last furlong, then under Sammy 
Renick’s drive he finished with fine speed, wore 
dewn Rudie a few strides from the finish, won 
by a nose. Rudie and Sceneshifter took second 
and third places, with E. G. Rand’s Merry Maker 
(119) six lengths farther back in fourth place. 


Night Bud (116), Ptolemy (116) and Fencing 
completed the field. Time, :24, :48!5, 1:13%5, 
1:38%5, 1:51%5, track good.

Strabo was foaled at W. R. Coe’s Shoshone 
Stud, Lexington, on March 7, 1934. He was sold 
with the other Shoshone yearlings at Saratoga 
in 1935, when Mr. Coe dispersed his Thorough- 
bred holdings, and Mrs. Iselin took him for 
$2,900. He was a maiden at two, though he 
started 12 times, but this year he has run up 
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five victories out of eight starts. His total 
record is 20 starts, five wins, two seconds, five 


thirds. He has earned $14,890. Blood Royal is 
also dam of Roman Queen, a winner at two. 
*Sledmere also produced the winners Maecenas 
and Sledge. She was half-sister to *Nassovian 
(Prince of Wales’ Stakes, and sire) and Crag- 
ancur (New, Exeter, Champagne, Newmarket 
Stakes, Middle Park Plate and sire; first in 
Epsom Derby, but disqualified). Veneration II 
won Michaelmas Stakes and also produced the 
winners Glorvina (Ascot Gold Vase) and Long 
Corrie. She was half-sister to the great stakes 
mare and producer Pretty Polly. 


NATIONAL STALLION CORRECTION 

In reporting the running of the National Stal- 
lion Stakes at Belmont Park on June 5, THE 
BLoop-HORSE story ran as follows: 


. . The Chief went on to 
win handily, a length and a half in front of 
Catalysis. Transmitter was third, a length be- 
hind Catalysis, a length and a half in front of 
Great Union.” 


When this had passed through several hands 
and finally reached publication, it read 


“The Chief went on to 
win — a a length and a half in front of 
Great Union.” 


So the omission of two lines deprived the good 
filly Catalysis of credit for second place, deprived 
Transmitter of credit for third. This error 
THE BLOOD-HORSE now corrects. 


TAMPERING AT AQUEDUCT 

At Aqueduct on June 19, stewards ordered 
Jungle Chase scratched from the day’s last race, 
as the result of discovery that he had been tamp- 
ered with. Marshall Cassidy, steward represent- 
ing the New York State Racing Commission, said 
that while the investigation had not been com- 
pleted, it was probable that chloral hydrate, had 
been administered to the horse. Action of chloral 
hydrate, when properly administered, is to make 
an animal sleepy and listless. 


WAR ADMIRAUL’S CHANCE 


On June 17 Trainer George Conway said that 
War Admiral, injured 3- -year-old champion, was 
“coming along nicely.”” Though no attempt has 
been made to put him under saddle yet, there 
is a chance that he may return to competition 
during the latter part of Saratoga’s August 
meeting. 


DOGS AT MINEOLA 

Efforts to license dog racing in New York 
failed this year when Governor Lehman vetoed a 
measure passed by both branches of the Legisla- 
ture. But on June 18 a dog track opened at 
Mineola, Long Island, with about 8,000 persons 
in attendance. Authorities made no move to inter- 
fere. 


DEATH OF MRS. JOHN L. O’CONNOR: 

Mrs. John L. O’Connor died recently at her 
home, Fanoc Farm, at Schuylerville, N. Y., near 
Saratoga. The bereaved husband is the fore- 
most authority on the early history of the 
American Turf and on the sources of that 
history. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK 

IRST of Rockingham Park’s two 1937 meet- 

ings opened June 21, will run for 18 days. 
Opening day was dark and rainy, with a muddy 
track and generally disagreeable conditions. But 
despite these factors, a fairly good crowd was 
in attendance. They saw six claiming races, one 
stakes, and a race for 2-year-old maidens. The 
winner of this was Retlaw, a colt by Time Maker, 
bred by W. H. Lipscomb. Track conditions made 
the fields smaller than usual, but the only race 
which was cut badly was the stakes event, in 
which there were but four starters. Victory of 
the odds-on Guy Fawkes in this event was the 
only score for the favorites, which were beaten 
off in all of the other seven events. 

Virtually ail of the horses at Rockingham Park 
moved over from Suffolk Downs, and there were 
scarcely a half-dozen horses to race on opening 
day that had not come directly from the regular 
circuit in New England. Two came from New 
York tracks; a few others had not raced since 
the spring campaign in Texas; one came from 
Charles Town. All others were from the band that 
has been racing at Narragansett Park and Suf- 
folk Downs this season. 


GUY FAWKES’ LAWRENCE HANDICAP 

There were 11 overnight entries for the Law- 
rence Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds, six 
furlongs) on Rockingham Park’s opening day, 
but rain which left the track muddy caused 
seven scratches, and there were but four starters 
in the race. The odds-on favorite was A. C. Nor- 
ris’ Guy Fawkes (121), a Happy Time colt which 
was highweight of the field. Guy Fawkes won, 
but hardly as an odds-on choice should. 

At the start Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun Cap- 
ture (103) dashed into the lead, but was unable 
to match the pace which Guy Fawkes and Green- 
tree Stable’s Chicolorado (114) set. The favorite 
was a head in front of the *Chicle colt after a 
quarter of a mile, increased this to a half-length 
ai the quarter-pole. At the eighth-pole Jockey 
Jimmy Lynch Grove hard with Guy Fawkes, went 
a length in front. Chicolorado fought back game- 
ly, cut this advantage to a neck at the end. Two 
and a half lengths farther back Sun Capture was 
third, and Araho Stable’s Jackie D. (101), the 
only other starter, was a poor fourth. Time, :23, 
74625, 1:1255, track muddy.

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MASSACHUSETTS 


SUFFOLK DOWNS CLOSES 

AST year Suffolk Downs held a single 53-day 

meeting as its share of the New England 
season. This year Suffolk Downs had 54 days 
assigned it, split into two meetings, of 24 and 
30 days respectively. The first and shorter of 
these meetings closed June 19, with two stakes 
and six claiming races making up the program. 
A large crowd, which wagered approximately 
$600,000, was out for the closing day. 

At the end of the 24-day meeting, the pari- 
mutuel turnover totaled $9,616,845, for a daily 
average of $400,702. Last year’s 53-day meeting 
had a pari-mutuel average of $405,483 daily, but 
the first 24 days averaged $374,727. So the 
recently closed meeting may be called more or 
less successful than that of 1936, according to 
whether comparison is made with the entire 1936 
meeting or with its first 24 days. In either case, 
the first 1937 meeting was very much of a suc- 
cess from a financial point of view, and the class 
of horses racing at the Boston track was pos- 
sibly a little better than in 1936. 

Racing now leaves Boston until July 12, when 
Suffolk Downs opens for its second mecting. But 
there wil! be no let-up in racing in Massachusetts, 
for Agawam Park, which reached its seven- 
teenth day on June 19, has 20 more days to run. 
It is possible that the Springfield track may gain 
a few horses, although most of those from Suf- 
folk Downs will move to Rockingham Park. Best 
race at Agawam Park on June 19 was a $1,200 
purse, won by S. Panarella’s Bubblesome, a Bub- 
bling Over gelding which led from flag to finish 
to win by a nose from W. C. Weant’s Prince Fox. 


BUNKER HILL HANDICAP 

The first mile of the’ Bunker Hill Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 144 miles), at 
Suffolk Downs June 17, was something of a 
runaway. Mrs. C. E. Allen’s Trouper (95), a 4- 
year-old Sun Flag gelding, dashed to the front 
under his light impost and drew out to lead by 
two lengths. Mrs. E. I. Wade’s Up and Up (110), 
running in second place for a mile, was unable to 
close any ground. But in third place for this 
same mile was C. V. Whitney’s Piccolo (103), 
and though three lengths behind the leader at 
the eighth-pole, Piccolo responded to Jockey Ira 
Hanford’s drive to get up in the last strides. The 
Whichone colt won by a nose, with Trouper a 
length and a half in front of Up and Up. Mrs. 
F. Langebartel’s Tugboat Frank (100), making 
up some ground at the end, was fourth, a length 
behind Up and Up, a half-length in front of the 
strong favorite, Blackbirder (125). Cascapedia 
(108) completed the field. Time, :23, :4835, 
1:12%, 1:37%5, 1:50%5, track fast. Stakes divi- 
sion, $4,050, $1,000, $500, $250.

ROUGH TIME’S COMMONWEALTH 

J. Y. Christmas’ Rough Time has been un- 
placed but once in his two seasons. He left the 
races with two successive victories at Pimlico 
last November, came back in 1937 to open his 
3-year-old campaign with two successive victories 
at the same track. At Suffolk Downs he was sec- 
ond in both of his first two attempts. His next 
start was in the Commonwealth Handicap ($2,- 
500 added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs), and he was 
made favorite over the five horses which opposed 
him, though carrying top weight of 126 pounds. 
Tommy Luther took him to the front at the 
start, drew clear in a quarter-mile. Then A. C. 
Norris’ Guy Fawkes (116) raced up to him, and 
for three furlongs stayed a neck behind the leader. 
In the closing furlong Luther put pressure on his 
mount, and Rough Time drew out, won by a 
length and a half under a drive. Guy Fawkes, 
unable to handle the Grand Time gelding, was 
easily best of the others, and finished two and a 
half lengths in front of A. C. Compton’s Clingen- 
daal (116), a *Pharamond II gelding which had 
been unable to show, in the East, any of the form 
he displayed at Santa Anita Park last winter. 
Fourth was Greentree Stable’s Chicolorado (116), 
which dropped back after racing in third place 
most of the way. Bagpipe (108) and Ocean Roll 
(100) completed the field. Rough Time was only 
one-fifth of a second behind the track record, set 
by the older Bill Farnsworth under 114 pounds.

daal found a field he could beat at Suffolk 
Downs, June 19. This was in the Miles Standish 
Handicap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-16 
miles).

BOLD TURK WINS ANOTHER 


One of the more heavily campaigned 2-year- 
olds is Bold Turk, owned by Paragon Stable. 
He came to the running of the Faneuil Hall 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 512 furlongs) 
at Suffolk Downs June 19 as the third choice in 
the betting, though he had earned more than any 
other member of the field. When the start came, 
Bold Turk (118) dashed away in front. Behind 
him was the 16-to-1 chance, Stage Beauty (105), 
a filly by *Strolling Player, owned by Mrs. P. A. 
Shaw. The favorite, W. C. Stroube’s Huskie Boy 
(122), was hard driven to overtake the leaders, 
but the task was beyond him. Bold Turk went 
on to win by a length and half, without extreme 
pressure, and Stage Beauty clung to second 
place. She was hard pressed at the end by J. H.

A. E. Van 
Ree, trainer of Midnight Flyer, became dis- 
satisfied with the manner in which his charge 
was training, investigated, found a sponge in one 
nostril. On the basis of this discovery, J. L. 
Garthright examined his Gold Spray, which had 
a slight fever, found a second sponge. Maddest, 
which raced June 7, was later found to have been 
tampered in similar fashion. He was the only 
one of the three to race at the meeting.

N July 3 a 25-day meeting opens at Cali- 
fornia’s newest race track, that operated by 
the Del Mar Turf Club, at Del Mar, some 15 
miles north of San Diego. Stakes blanks for the 
meeting, recently distributed, show a total of 13 
stakes events, ranging in value from $1,000 to 
$5,000 added. Entries to the stakes close from 
two to five days before the running of them. The 
stakes:

ILLINOIS 


WASHINGTON PARK 


UNE 19 was Washington Park’s biggest day 

as far as racing is concerned, and the Ameri- 
can Derby, up for its twenty-eighth running, 
drew some 20,000 persons to the track. Had 
more of the leading 3-year-olds been entered it 
is probable that the crowd might have been 
larger, for before War Admiral left the races, 
he had succeeded in making most of his age 
division look rather bad. But the winner, King 
Ranch’s Dawn Play, is a genuinely good one 
and it will take a very determined filly to take 
away her leadership over her sex. Hers was the 
third victory for a filly in the American Derby. 
Modesty won the first running of the event, and 
in 1935 Col. E. R. Bradley’s Black Helen was 
the winner. In 1936 the event was not run, since 
Washington Park had dates later in the season. 

Washingtcn Park has but the current week 
to run, before racing in Chicago moves to Arling- 
ton Park for the most liberal endowed racing 
of the season in Illinois. On the closing Saturday, 
June 26, will come the richest 2-year-old race of 
the year to date, the Washington Park Futurity. 
The field for this event is not at all definite, but 
among the more prominent nominees are The 
Chief, Perpetuate, Mountain Ridge, Tiger, Las- 
sator, and Tedium, the latter a Vanderbilt colt 
of which much is expected. 


DAWN PLAY’S DERBY 


War Admiral went out with an injury after 
striking himself in the Belmont Stakes. Pom- 
poon, tired from his long chases, is being rested 
and freshened. Reaping Reward ruptured a liga- 
ment in the stretch during the Latonia Derby. 
So the field for the American Derby ($25,000 
added, 3-year-olds, 11, miles), run on June 19, 
lacked the outstanding colts of the year. But dur- 
ing the weeks the leading colts were dropping 
out, a new star was rising. This was King 
Ranch’s Dawn Play, a daughter of Clock Tower 
which had narrowly lost decisions in important 
filly events at two. Coming back to the races 
bigger and more rangy, Dawn Play established 
herself as leader of the 3-year-old fillies in New 
York by winning the Acorn Stakes and the 
C. C. A. Oaks at Belmont Park. She was shipped 
out to Chicago to meet the best 3-year-olds re- 
maining in training, and observers were inter- 
ested also in her meeting with Mars Shield, 
Milky Way Farm’s winner of the Texas Derby, 
and hence western claimant to 3-year-old filly 
honors. 

Mars Shield (116), coupled with Case Ace 
(121), the Illinois Derby winner, made up the 
Milky Way entry, which was made favorite in 
the betting. Chicago race-goers also liked Val- 
dina Farms’ Eagle Pass (118), which was a hard- 
running second in the Latonia Derby. Dawn 
Play (116) was third choice, probably because of 
the general, and usually justified, opinion against 
3-year-old fillies in competition with colts. 

For five minutes Case Ace walked through 
the stalls, jerked away from assistant starters. 
Then he was taken to the outside, and the field 
was away at once. The *Teddy colt broke fast- 
est, outran his field to the turn. He had pulled 
out sufficiently for Alfred Robertson to get him 
over to the rail, and after his first spurt of speed 
he was able to save ground. Behind him was 
E. W. Duffy’s Grey Gold (118), a son of the

dead *Sir Greysteel. Dawn Play was third. She 
had broken with good speed, but Lester Balaski 
had taken a tight hold on her, and was content 
to swing along some five lengths behind the 
leader in third place. She was racing wide for 
the first six furlongs, since the track, though 
gocd, was firmer away from the rail. At the 
far turn Balaski moved her up. She caught Grey 
Gold without much effort, then went after the 
leader. Case Ace, hard driven, fought it out for 
another furlong, but at the eighth-pole he was 
tiring. Dawn Play swept into the lead and Case 
Ace dropped back. Then came a challenge from 
Shandon Farm’s lightly regarded Burning Star 
(118), a Burning Blaze colt. He had moved up 
slowly from seventh place, was almost at Dawn 
Play’s flank when she made the Milky Way colt

give up. He went gamely through the last fur- 
long, and was slowly gaining at the end. But 
Dawn Play, which raced the final quarter-mile in 
approximately 24%5 seconds, held him safe, won 
by three-fourths of a length. J. W. Parrish’s 
Dellor (118), which had been close up throughout,

closed well to take third place, two lengths be- 
hind Burning Star, a length and a half in front 
of the tiring Case Ace. Eagle Pass, running too 
late, was fifth, was going faster than anything 
in the field at the end. In order followed Grey 
Gold, Over the Top (118), Mars Shield (116), 
*Sunset Trail II (118), and Yellow Tulip (118). 
Mars Shield, the disappointment of the race, was 
outrun from the start, had nothing at the end. 
Time, :2415, :4745, 1:14, 1:40, 2:05, track good. 
Stakes division, $25,400, $3,000, $1,500, $750. 
Dawn Play has started 14 times, won four 
races, finished second five times (including 
Selima and Matron Stakes), and has _ earned 
$50,800 and top ranking among the 3-year-old 
fillies of 1937.

FAIRMOUNT PARK PLANS 


A fall race meeting, which is to open Septem- 
ber 4 and run for either 25 or 31 days, has been 
announced for Fairmount Park, Illinois track 
near St. Louis, Mo. Identity of the new owners 
of the track, purchased from the American Turf 
Association, has not been revealed, but D. C. 
Burneit, of Chicago, will be general manager. 


LANCASTER MEETING 


Approximately 200 horses are reported at 
Lancaster, Ohio, and a number of others are ex- 
pected during the week. An eight-day meeting, 
opening June 26, will be held at the Fairfield 
County Fair Grounds there, with Tom Sanford, 
of Cincinnati, as presiding steward. 


KENTUCKY 


LATONIA 

AST week, for the first time in its history, 

Latonia offered a _ five-day racing week. 
Though it follows the five-day week observed in 
California for the past three weeks, Latonia’s 
curtailed program sprang from causes quite 
different from those in California. Poor attend- 
ance and poorer betting made the meeting quite 
likely to face a deficit, and the five-day week, 
eliminating the most poorly supported day, of- 
fered a chance to reduce the loss. The first Tues- 
day after the dark Monday was a little better 
than the corresponding one in 1936, and there 
was a definite improvement on Wednesday. But 
though it seemed that the shortened program 
might have caused the additional attendance, 
there was another variable to be considered. 
According to a general custom, handbooks in 
Campbell County were closed last week, in honor 
of the meeting of the Campbell County grand 
jury, which apparenty is not concerned much 
with misdemeanors which cease during its 
efficial inspection of conditions. Police gener- 
ously closed a few establishments near the track, 
but Latonia continues to compete with a great 
number of handbooks. 

The change in Latonia’s policy shortened the 
meeting to 33 days, from its originally scheduled 
37. The stakes program was not altered, how- 
ever, and on June 26 the Enquirer Handicap will 
be the featured event. On June 19, in addition 
to the Clipsetta Stakes, an allowance event was 
offered for sprinting 3-year-olds and up. This 
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went to King Ranch’s Synonym, a Distraction 
filly. The maiden 2-year-old race of the day 
went to C. P. LeBlanc’s High Cloud gelding, High 
One, which ran in front except for the first 
few strides. 


SHINING HEELS WINS 

Flying Heels, a winner of $123,435 in his five 
years of campaigning, sent his first crop of foals 
to the races this year, now has five winners, in- 
cluding two stakes winners, both fillies. Latest 
of these to show her ability was A. L. Ferguson’s 
Shining Heels (114), which ran a good race to 
win the Clipsetta Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year- 
old fillies, 5% furlongs) at Latonia June 19. 
Twelve fillies contested the renewal, with F. P. 
Letellier’s Fredalou (116), by Dominant, as the 
favorite. 

Fredalou broke slowly, was forced to lose 
ground to get clear. Meanwhile Shining Heels 
went to the front, with J. W. Parrish’s Genevra 
M. (116) nearest in pursuit. When the stretch 
was reached, the Flying Heels filly was leading 
by two lengths. Genevra M. cut this to a half- 
length at the eighth-pole. But Shining Heels, 
responding well to urging, stuck it out to the 
finish, won by a neck. Fredalou was third, two 
lengths farther back, a neck in front of Mrs. F. 
Preston’s Fine Mint (114). In order followed 
Noticing (116), Bindy (109), Strut (109), Masked 
Plane (109), Patrona (109), Kitty Baker (116), 
Fair (114), and Eponine (114). Time, :23%, 
:4744, 1:0035, 1:0735, track good. Stakes di- 
vision, $2,785, $500, $250, $125.

THOROUGHBRED CLUB’S HONOR GUEST 

In 1932 the Thoroughbred Club of America, an 
organization including most of the more promi- 
nent central Kentucky horsemen, though not 
geographically limited in its membership, inaugu- 
rated the custom of giving an annual testi- 
monial dinner to some individual of long and 
honorable association with the Turf. First guest 
was Col. E. R. Bradley, known to the racing 
world throughout America, known also for many 
charities. In 1933 Joseph Early Widener, master 
of Elmendorf, chief owner of Hialeah Park, and 
prominent breeder and owner of race horses, was 
the honor guest. Desha Breckinridge, publisher 
of the Lexington Herald, breeder and owner, a 


prominent figure in the formation of the first 
Kentucky Racing Commission, and a long-time 
fighter against anti-racing legislation, was the 
third horseman honored by the club, though ill- 
ness which resulted shortly after in Mr. Breckin- 
ridge’s death prevented his attendance. In 1935 
William Woodward, chairman of The Jockey Club, 
owner of Belair Stud, whose white and red-dotted 
silks are almost as familiar in England as in 
America, was the honor guest, and his speech on 
that occasion, widely copied, is something of a 
classic concerning the relationship of the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred to the English General Stud 
Book. Last year former United States Senator 
Johnson N. Camden, master of Hartland Stud, 
breeder of the great filly Rose of Sharon, chair- 
man, for the third time, of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, and chairman of the board 
of the American Turf Association, was the guest. 

On June 28 President Daniel B. Midkiff an- 
nounced that the committee appointed to select 
the guest for 1937 had decided upon Samuel D. 
Riddle, owner of Faraway Farm, Lexington, 
where Man o’ War draws his yearly thousands of 
visitors, and breeder and owner of such great 
Thoroughbreds as Crusader, American Flag, and 
the current champion War Admiral. Mr. Riddle’s 
selection, like that of other guests before him, 
rests not upon the prominence which his great 
3-year-old has brought him this season, but upon 
a long and creditable connection with the Turf. 

Mr. Riddle was born in Glen Riddle, Pa., still 
lives there, and races his Thoroughbreds under 
the name of Glen Riddle Farm. He was at one 
time a partner of J. Howard Lewis, one of the 
best known and most capable trainers of steeple- 
chasers now on the Turf, and his first interests 
were in jumpers. Later he became associated 
with flat racing, and in 1918 made one of the most 
memorable purchases in the history of yearling 
auctions, when for $5,000 he took a yearling by 
Fair Play—-Mahubah out of the August Belmont 
sale. For this was Man o’ War, one of the Turf’s 
few real immortals, and with the get of his great 
stallion Mr. Riddle has remained prominent on 
the Turf. His yellow and black silks have been 
carried to victories in nearly all of America’s 
most important classics. 

The committee which selected Mr. Riddle was 
made up of Chairman Samuel L. Look, Thomas 
B. Cromwell, Horace N. Davis, Samuel B. Walton, 
and Thomas Piatt. Date for the dinner has not 
been definitely set; it will be held some time 
during the Keeneland fall meeting, when the Lex- 
ington Fall Sales are also in progress. 


C-NOTE 


Mrs. Ethel V. Mars paid $14,300 for a dark 
grey colt by *Royal Minstrel—Rose Petal, by 
High Time, at the Saratoga yearling auctions 
last year. Now named C-Note, the $14,300 year- 
ling got to the races at Washington Park June 
17, won at the first asking by two and a half 
lengths in an allowance race. He was the seventh 
winner from the group of 16 yearlings (in- 
cluding Sky Larking and Well Rewarded) for 
which Mrs. Mars paid a total of $131,500 last 
year.

ROYAL ASCOT 

NIQUE among the world’s race meetings is 

that held in mid-June of every year at the 
famous Ascot course in England. Founded in 
1711 by Queen Anne, a racing enthusiast like 
her uncle, Charles II, the meeting has always, 
except during the reign of George I and George 
II, been one of the bright spots of the Turf in 
the Mother Country. For many years it has 
been unmatched in the quality of its racing and 
of its patronage. The four-day meeting begins 
on Tuesday, ends on Friday. Seven races are 
run each day, all stakes. A win at Ascot is a 
mark of distinction; there are no unimportant 
races at Ascot. 

The most coveted trophy among Ascot’s 28 
stakes fixtures, the Gold Cup, symbol of first 
rank among stayers, the aristocrats of the Thor- 
oughbred breed, was decided this year on Thurs- 
day, June 17. A filled tendon had resulted in the 
withdrawal, a few days before the race, of Wil- 
liam Woodward's American-bred Omaha, and the 
solid favorite among the starters was another of 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort’s charges, the 4-year- 
old Precipitation, owned by Lady Zia Wernher, 
daughter of the Grand Duke Michael of Russia 
and cousin of the late Czar Nicholas II. 

Precipitation was acknowledged one of the 
best stayers bred in England in recent years, 
and the Gold Cup result confirmed his No. 1 
position, already indicated by his excellent 
record. With Pat Beasley in the saddle the 
Hurry On colt finished the course of 215 miles 
in 4:1845, beating Sir Abe Bailey’s Cecil by two 
lengths. Third, four lengths farther back, was 
Lord Stanley’s good mare Quashed, which last 
vear, as a 4-year-old, defeated Omaha by a nose 
in the Gold Cup. Precipitation’s time was 215 
seconds slower than the Gold Cup record of 
4:16°5 set by Golden Myth in 1922, but was 
much faster than the 4:33%5 of last year’s re- 
newal. 

The only American-owned starter in the field 
of 12 was Mr. Woodward's St. Leger winner 
Boswell, which was unplaced. The victory of 
Precipitation marked the first Gold Cup win for 
a woman owner since 1900, when the Australian- 
bred Merman, owned by the famous Lily Langtry 
(Mr. Jersey), was ridden to victory by Tod Sloan.

A rare good horse is Precipitation. Bred by 
his present owner, he is, like his sire, an extra- 
ordinarily large horse and, again like Hurry On, 
did not race at two. He began racing last year 
in April, and was beaten in his first start, the 
Wood Ditton Stakes, in which he appeared to 
be short of condition. He ran five times more at 
three, and finished first on each occasion, but 
was disqualified in the Royal Standard Stakes. 
His victories included the King Edward VII 
Stakes, the Gratwicke Produce Stakes, and 
Jockey Club Stakes, and his first-money earnings 


for the year were £9,999. Though prevented by 
“heel bug” from running in the St. Leger, he 
was recognized as the best staying 3-year-old in 
England, and at the end of the season the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review commented: “If all 
goes well he will take a lot of beating in the 
race for the Ascot Cup next year.” 

Before the Gold Cup this year he finished fourth 
in the Chippenham Stakes, won the 1'-mile 
Victor Wild Stakes and two-mile Queen’s Plate. 

Not all of Precipitation’s class is referable to 
his sire. Double Life, his dam, won two races 
at two, and at three proved herself one of the 
best fillies in training, winning the Cambridge- 
shire, Duke of York Handicap, and Chesterfield 
Cup under the colors of Lady Zia Wernher. 

American owners fared only moderately at 
Ascot. Their only win was scored by A. K. 
Macomber’s French-bred Tempest II, which won 
the Queen Anne Stakes on the first day. Mar- 
shall Field’s Enfield finished second in the Queen 
Alexandra Stakes, and his 3-year-old Foray was 
beaten into third place in the Fern Hill Stakes, 
at five furlongs. Mr. Woodward's Fiares fin- 
ished third in the Hardwicke Stakes, but was 
disqualified. J. E. Widener was third with two of 
his American-bred 2-year-olds. 

The colors most frequently seen in front dur- 
ing the meeting were those of Sir Abe Bailey, 
whose good fortune, inaugurated last season, has 
continued in 1937. His horses won five races 
during the four days, besides Cecil’s second in 
the Gold Cup. The best 2-year-old colt and filly 
at the meeting were both sired by *Blenheim II. 

First day, Tuesday, June 15. Sir Abe Bailey’s 
Cold Scent, by Foxlaw, scored a head victory 
over Mrs. F. Nagle’s Derby second Sandsprite 
in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes, for 3-year-olds, 
about 1°, miles. Sir Abe’s 4-year-old Valerian 
(Son-in-Law—-Haintonette, by Hainault) defeated 
J. Froome’s Kept On a head in the two-mile 
Ascot Stakes, with Sir Calidore third. The Aga 
Khan’s Mirza II (*Blenheim II—Mumtaz Mahal, 
by The Tetrarch) won the five-furlong Coventry 
Stakes, worth £2,200, for 2-year-olds. In the £3,- 
800 Queen Mary Stakes for 2-year-old fillies, the 
Aga Khan scored again with the get of *Blenheim 
II, when Queen of Simla, out of Queen of Scots, 
by Dark Legend, won at 20 to 1, beating 32 others. 
Joseph E. Widener’s Silver Spear II (by *Sickle) 
was third in the Coventry Stakes and his Soda 
(by Chance Shot) was third in the Queen Mary 
Stakes. A. K. Macomber’s Tempest II beat Day- 
tona and Tractor in a three-heads finish for the 
Queen Anne Stakes, seven furlongs and 155 yards. 
Marcel Boussac’s Goya II won the one-mile St. 
James’ Palace Stakes, with Le Grand Duc un- 
placed. 

Second day, Wednesday, June 16. Anthony de 
Rothschild’s Suzerain, 4-year-old son of Son-in- 
Law, won the two-mile Churchill Stakes. The 
Royal Hunt Cup, famed sprint race, over seven 
furlongs and 155 yards, fell to R. Middlemas’ 
Fairplay (Fairway—Mountain Crag, by Sted- 
fast), which beat H. G. Blagrave’s Couvert a 
neck. Pegasus was third in the field of 33. The 
Aga Khan’s Tahir (by Tetratema out of *Royal 
Minstrel’s half-sister Qurrat-al-Ain, by Buchan) 
won the five-furlong Chesham Stakes, for 2-year- 
olds. Major J. S. Courtauld’s Solfo, a Solario 
colt unplaced in the Derby, won the King Edward 
VII stakes, over 115 miles. Sir John Jarvis’ 
Gainsborough Lass, sister to Orwell, beat a field 
of 3-year-old fillies in the one-mile Coronation 
Stakes. Malcolm McAlpine’s Diplomat, 3-year- 
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old son of Stratford, won the five-furlong Fern 
Hill Stakes, with Foray third. H. S. Lester’s 
Gamesmaster, 6-year-old gelding by Diophon, 
won the Bessborough Stakes, a handicap at 11% 
miles. 

Third day, Thursday, June 17. Lord Astor’s 
Rhodes Scholar, making his first start of the 
year, won the one-mile Ribblesdale Stakes. Dip- 
lomat took the five-furlong Granville Stakes, for 
his second win in two days. Sir Abe Bailey’s 
Cambridgeshire winner, Dan Bulger, beat Day- 
tona a head in the Rous Memorial Stakes, seven 
furlongs, 155 yards. Sir Abe won the next race, 
the New Stakes, at five furlongs, for 2-year-olds, 
with Ramtapa (Rustom Pasha—Sultan Ranee, 
by Salmon Trout), which beat Caerloptic a head. 
Arthur Cox’s Flag of Truce, by Truculent, and 
Sir Percy Loraine’s Spot Barred, by Embargo, 
dead-heated in the one-mile Waterford Stakes, 
for 3-year-olds. The Aga Khan’s Pherozshah 
won the six-furlong Cork and Orrery All Aged 
Stakes. Pherozshah is a 3-year-old roan colt by 
Pharos out of Mah Mahal (dam of Mahmoud), 
by Gainsborough out of Mumtaz Mahal. 

Fourth day, Friday, June 18. The Derby win- 
ner, Mrs. G. B. Miller’s Mid-day Sun, favorite 
at 2 to 1, won the 115-mile Hardwicke Stakes by 
a length and a half from Lord Astor’s 4-year-old 
Plaster Cast. William Woodward’s Flares, 4- 
year-old brother to Omaha, was third, beaten a 
head for second place, but was disqualified in 
favor of Arthur Sainsbury’s William of Valence, 
which had been heavily supported. Flares’ rider 
went before the stewards immediately after the 
race and laid a claim of foul against the winner, 
charging interference, but the officials denied his 
claim and, though no charge had been placed 
against Flares, disqualified the Woodward colt. 
Another of the last-day races was the Queen 
Alexandra Stakes, over two miles, six furlongs, 
and 75 yards, the longest flat race in England. 
Marshall Field’s Enfield was the favorite, but 
Sir Abe Bailey’s Valerian defeated him, scoring 
his second victory of the meeting. 


ANOTHER FOR DONATELLO II 

“Blenheim II, imported from France last year 
by a syndicate of American breeders and now 
located at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., has the unique distinction of being repre- 
sented at one time by outstanding racers in 
England, France, and Italy. But none of his get 
in England or France has as yet rivalled the 
reputation which his 3-year-old son Donatello II 
has made on the Italian Turf. 

According to information received in America 
this week, Donatello II made his seventh start 
and scored his seventh victory in the Grand Prize 
of the Empire of Italy, run at Milan on Sunday, 
May 30. This event is for 3-year-olds over a 
course of 2,400 meters (about 115 miles), and is 
worth 140,000 lire (about $7,500). The *Blenheim 
II colt was so great a favorite that he went to 
the post at odds of 1 to 10. He won easily by two 
lengths, covering the distance in 2:3225. Second 
was Amerina, winner of the Italian equivalents 
of the One Thousand Guineas and Oaks, and third 
was Milazzo, a good colt by Ortello. 

Future plans for Donatello II include the Grand 
Prize of Milan and probably a trip to Germany 
or France for one of the big international races, 
such as the Braunes Band von Deutschland, the 
Prix du President de la Republique, or the Grand 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe. 


FRENCH OAKS 

The Prix de Diane (French Oaks), worth 
200,000 francs, was decided at Chantilly Sun- 
day, June 6, and was won by Lady Granard’s 
En Fraude, chestnut filly by the dead Pharos 
out of Aude, by Clarissimus, second dam Quoi, 
by Chut, third dam *Quarantaine (dam of Battle- 
ship), by Sea Sick. Second, beaten only a head, 
was Jean Prat’s Sylvanire, a daughter of Mas- 
sine. Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s Tonnelle 
was third. The French One Thousand Guineas 
winner Colette Baudoche and Jospeh E. Wide- 
ner’s Barberybush were among the 13 fillies un- 
placed.

BRUSIE SUSPENSION 

ECAUSE Easiest Way was found to have 

been stimulated at Suffolk Downs May 25, 
suspension of Trainer Lyman A. Brusie was 
announced on May 29. Later he was given a 
hearing before the Massachusetts State Racing 
Commission, said he had given the horse a 
medicine for a kidney ailment. Two bottles of 
the medicine were tested for caffeine, the stimu- 
lant found in Easiest Way’s saliva. One showed 
no trace of caffeine. The second showed a trace, 
not enough in an eight-ounce bottle to show in 
a saliva test. Accordingly the commission an- 
nounced that Trainer Brusie’s suspension would 
be effective through July 15. Meanwhile Easiest 
Way, the property of Weston W. Adams, son of 
Suffolk Downs’ president, and other horses which 
were in Brusie’s care, have been turned over to 
Harry Brusie, father of the suspended trainer. 


DEATH OF DR. RUSSELL STONE 

Dr. Russell E. Stone, president of the Louisiana 
Jockey Club, and a prominent surgeon, died at 
New Orleans June 18, shortly after an emergency 
operation for appendicitis. For a short time after 
the operation his condition was considered satis- 
factory, but he failed rapidly on June 17, died 
about 4 o’clock on the following morning. In 
addition to his position as head of the Louisiana 
Jockey Club, Dr. Russell was official track 
physician, and was a member of the State Box- 
ing Commission. For more than 30 years he had 
been keenly interested in sports, had had many 
famous jockeys, ball players, and boxers among 
his patients. 


CONNAUGHT PARK SOLD 

Leo Dandurand, Joseph Cattarinich, and 
Thomas Gorman have purchased the Connaught 
Park race track at Ottawa, Canada. A meeting 
will be opened there August 2. Dandurand and 
Cattarinich have been identified with a number 
of United States tracks, including the Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans, and Fairmount Park, 
near East St. Louis. Gorman is manager of 
the Montreal Maroons, team of the National 
Hockey League. 


RIVER DOWNS 


On June 17 it was reported that River Downs, 
now fairly well rehabilitated after the damaging 
flood of last spring, will open in August for a 
40-day meeting. Exact dates have not been an- 
nounced, but it is unlikely that the Cincinnati 
track will run in conflict with Thistle Down 
Park, Cleveland, which does not close until Aug- 
ust 28.

IGGEST news of this week in connection with 

the yearling sales to be held by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company in August is contained in a 
small advertisement on page 866 of this issue. 
It announces that the entire crop of Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s yearlings will be included in 
the Saratoga sales. As Mr. Kilmer has bred and 
owned many of the outstanding racers of the 
last quarter-century and as he is probably turn- 
ing out a larger number of Thoroughbred foals 
than any other individual breeder in America, 
his yearling dispersal will naturally attract a 
great deal of attention. The consignment will 
include 20 yearlings by the young sire *Gino, 
whose first crop of foals reached the races this 
year. There will be 15 of the get of Sun Beau, 
the world’s leading money-winner. Thirteen will 
represent *Sun Briar whose record ranks with 
that of the best sires of the country. Neddie will 
also have 13 representatives.

Final lists of the yearlings to be sold in the 
various consignments are not yet available, but 
according to the tentative lists, the stallion which 
will have the most numerous representation at 
Saratoga is Stimulus. This very successful son 
of Ultimus will have 22 yearlings on the block,

“HIS FIRST WINNER . 
“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


No. 19. J. W. (Bub) May 


HE veteran trainer J. W. May, better known 

as “Bub” May, was reared in the racing and 
Thoroughbred breeding world. His father, Cap- 
tain May, bred horses under the name of the 
Ernespie Stud in Kentucky and raced under the 
nom de course Ernespie Stable. 

It was at Lexington on the opening day of the 
meeting, May 7, 1894, that “Bub” May saddled 
his first winner. Even tnough forty-odd years 
have elapsed, the day is as vivid in his memory 
as if it were yesterday. He recalls the first race 
of the day saw the defeat of the favorite Leigh 
and Rose’s Chant, destined to win the Kentucky 
Derby at Louisville, the race going to John E. 
Madden’s Gallatin. Later in the day he witnessed 
the victory of Leigh and Rose’s 3-year-old Laz- 
zarone in the Distiller’s Stakes. The son of 
Spendthrift was destined to win the Suburban 
Handicap the following year. 

But he recalls with the greatest clarity the 
fifth race of the afternoon in which he saddled 
his father’s The Princess in a purse of $300, $50 
of which went to the second horse, distance four 
furlongs. “Bub” May saddled for Ernespie 
Stable the chestnut filly The Princess, 115 
pounds, ridden by “Soup” Perkins. It marked the 
first start of the daughter of Faustus out of 
Levanthem. She was dlmost friendless at 20 to 1, 
but in a soul-stirring finish won by a head from 
the 3-5 choice, Milton Young’s Fertile, ridden 
by R. Williams. Myrtelle (115), ridden by Ray, 
was third. Seven others ran. 

Since then “Bub” May has tightened the girths 
on many a winner, but he is insistent the best 
horse he ever trained was Yankee Consul, a little 
bay or brown colt by *Sempronius out of Lady 
Inez, she by “Albert or Spendthrift out of Longi- 
tude, by Longfellow,: bred by Young Brothers 
and foaled in 1903. I think this colt was purchased 
as a yearling by Charles R. (Plunger) Ellison 
and ran twice in the Ellison colors, trained by 
J. P. Mayberry. He was beaten in his first start, 


at Memphis, Tenn., March 29, in the Gaston 
Hotel Stakes. He finished second to George 
Leiper, owned by John W. Schorr and trained 


by Andrew G. Blakely. He won on his second 
attempt, also at Memphis, April 3, a purse for 
maiden 2-year-olds, 412 furlongs, beating seven 
rivals. Klingsor finished second. 

After this race Yankee Consul, named after an 
extravaganza of the day, written by George Ade, 
was purchased for $20,000 by Roy Rainey, who 
raced under the nom de course Tippah Farm 
Stable, and turned over to “Bub” May to train. 

In those days, as now, a horse had to show his 
class on Jockey Club tracks. The first question 
hurled at partisans of new Hindoos was, ‘“‘What 
did he ever do in the East?” So “Bub” May 
took Yankee Consul East to convince the skep- 
tics that he was a good colt. At Gravesend on 
June 5 the Easterners were vouchsafed their 
first glimpse of Yankee Consul in action. He 
started in a condition race for 2-year-olds at 
five furlongs, under 107 pounds, ridden by Dig- 
gins. Favorite at 7 to 10 he won in hand by 
two lengths from Athlete and three others. On 
June 21 he started an 8-5 favorite in a race over 
the last 514 furlongs of the Futurity Course at 
Sheepshead Bay, carrying 115 pounds and ridden 
by Lucien Lyne. He performed disappointingly, 
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finishing third behind Dave Gideon’s Astronomer 
and that good filly of Gaynor’s, Whimsical. He 
recovered some of his prestige on June 28 in a 
similar race. Carrying 117 pounds, ridden by 
Baird, Yankee Consul, second choice at 5 to 2, 
beat the favorite, George de Gumeon’s Phidias 
(114), a head, with S. S. Brown’s Accountant, 
destined to win the majority of the 3-year-old 
stakes a year later, third. King’s Daughter was 
among those unplaced. 

Yankee Consul was unbeaten thereafter. At 
Brighton Beach July 7 he won a condition race 
at six furlongs under 114 pounds, held at 9 to 10, 
beating King’s Daughter, trained and owned by 
the ‘late Major Tom McDowell, with Sidney F. 
third. At Brighton Beach July 10 Yankee Con- 
sul won a condition race at 5!, furlongs, held 
at 1-3. Put by for the autumn, Yankee Consul 
made his reappearance at Sheepshead Bay Aug- 


ust 29. Under 117 pounds, and held at 9 to 10 
he won the Partridge Stakes, six furlongs, on the 
grass. Yankee Consul’s last race was at Sheeps- 
head Bay September 2, the Flatbush Stakes, 
seven furlongs, over the Futurity course. In 
this race he was ridden by Jack Martin, carried 
115 pounds, was favorite at 2 to 1, and won by a 
length from Timber. Whimsical was third, Pega- 
sus, Flip Flap, Debar, Jerry Wernberg, McKit- 
tredge, James Reddick, and Phidias unplaced. 
He was shipped to winter quarters at Louisville, 
contracted shipping fever en route and died short- 
ly after reaching his destination. 

Prior to Yankee Consul the best horse “Bub” 
May trained was Highball, a son of *Ben Strome 
out of Strychinia. In 1902 ‘“Bub’’ May purchased 
three yearlings, Highball from Major Carson for 
$850; Wotan, a bay colt by *Wagner out of Un- 
decided, by *Deceiver, from H. P. Headley

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(father of Hal Price Headley) for $500; and 
Pulsus, a brown colt by *Top Gallant out of 
Glen Hop, by *Glengarry, from J. W. Franklin, 
of Gallatin, Tenn., for $600. He also purchased 
a filly whose name he has forgotten and which 
he gave to Jack Weaver. Pulsus was sold as a 
2-year-old to John E. Madden and E. R. Thomas 
for $20,000 with a contingency of $5,000 more out 
of any stakes he might win. He won the Great 
Trial Stakes, worth $19,550, beating Captain 
Brown's pair, Broomstick and Conjurer. Wotan 
was sold to Sim Deimel and Charlie Dwyer for 
$12,000. 

After selling Pulsus, May offered to bet Madden 
that Highball would prove the better 2-year-old. 
Highball was the best of his year. Walter M. 
Scheftel, a broker connected with Jules Bach and 
Company, purchased an interest in him. He ran 
first in the name of the Gayoso Stable, later in 
Scheftel’s name. While he won his second start, 
at Morris Park, he was slow to find himself, and 


did not develop his reai form until Saratoga, 
where he won the Grand Union Hotel Stakes, 


beating Dimple, Rapid Water, Pal Bearer, The 
Minute Man, Stalwart, and eight others. In the 
Futurity, under 127 pounds, he finished a fast 
closing fifth behind Hamburg Belle (114), Leoni- 
das (123), The Minute Man (112), and Audience

(114). He was unbeaten the remainder of the 
vear, winning the Flatbush, seven furlongs, beat- 
ing Broomstick, Pulsus, Moharib, Delhi, and four 
others: the Golden Rod, and the Junior Champion, 
with 127 pounds, beating the 9-5 favorite Leoni- 
das (122), Ormonde’s Right (122), Aristocracy 
(127), Broomstick (127), and eight others. He 
was admittedly the best of the year and “Bub” 
May had such faith in him that he offered to 
match him against McChesney at a mile at 
weight for age, but E. E. Smathers ignored the 
challenge. 

Highball was also slow in coming to hand at 
three. He was beaten in his first six starts, but 
in his seventh attempt, at Washington Park, he 
won the American Derby, value $26,385, beating 
Woodson, Rapid Water, English Lad, Moharib, 
and 11 others. He was the first Eastern horse to 
win the Chicago classic. He returned East and 
at Sheepshead Bay won the Spindrift giving 
Ostrick 24 pounds. Knight Errant (108) and 
Stalwart (114) were down the course. In his 
next start, the Long Island Handicap, under 115 
pounds he was beaten into second place by Major 
Daingerfield, trained by Tom Welsh, but was in- 
terfered with in the running. In the Brighton 
Handicap, under 115 pounds, he finished third to 
Broomstick (104) and Irish Lad (127), but in 
front of Eugenia Burch, Waterboy, Ort Wells, 
and Major Daingerfield. The time, 2:0245, was a 
new American record. 

Three days later the gallant son of “Ben Strome 
sported silk for the last time. It was at Brighton 
Beach July 12, 1904, in the Seagate Stakes 1% 
miles. Highbail (126), ridden by George Odom, 
was a 2-5 favorite. Only Knight Errant (110) 
and St. Valentine (110) dared oppose him. In 
the running Highball broke a leg and failed to 
finish, Knight Errant winning. A section of the 
rail was taken down and he led into the infield 
to await a veterinary examination. After about 
an hour it was decided he would have to be 
destroyed and a bullet ended his suffering. At 
one time John W. Gates tried to buy Highball 
but his offer of $80,000 was refused. 

According to “Buh’’ May the best mare he ever 
trained was Bayberry Candle, by Cunard out of 
Tower of Candles, by *Candlemas. The _ best 
horse he ever saw was Man 0’ War and the best 
race mare was Artful, he says.
